BRUCE CATTON, a schoolmate of this writer and whose 


editorials appear in 850 American daily papers, writes:

The famous lame duck amend- 


ment to the Constitution takes ef- 
fect this fall—and a very good 
amendment it is, too. Now it Is 
reported that certain statesmen, 
including Senator Norris, 
who 


sponsored this amendment, are 
preparing to submit another one 
which would abolish the electoral 
college and .substitute a fairer 
method of counting electoral votes 
in a presidential election. 


At present, If a candidate gets a 


majority of the popular vote in any 
state, he gets all that state's elec- 
toral votes. Under the proposed 
amendment, he would get a per- 
centage of them equal to his per- 
centage of the popular vote. As a 
sample: In 1928 Mr. Hoover car- 
ried New York by a narrow mar- 
gin over Mr. Smith and got all 
New York's 45 electoral votes; un- 
der the new system, he would 
have got 23 and Mr. Smith 22. 


That this would make the elec- 


toral vote a much closer reflection 
of the popular will is indisputable. 
There is only one question that 
occurs to us: Why not, while 
we're about it, abolish the elec- 
toral-vote business entirely and 
make the presidential election a 
strnight-out 
matter of popular 


votes?

Mr. Catton, you perceive, is sold on 


the idea that the United States is 
rapidly becoming one 
big 
federal 


state—and perhaps the sooner the bet- 
ter. 


I disagree with him. 
All sections of America speak the 


same language, wear the same clothes, 
BO to the same picture shows, hear the 
same radio broadcasts, read the same 
books arid the same press dispatches 
in their newspapers—but nevertheless 
this is a big country, 3,000 miles one 
way, 1,000 miles the other, and while 
it is one cohesive people for pur- 
poses of national defense, it is split 
on domestic politics into well-defined 
sections. 


I do not sec any reason to believe, 


that the agricultural regions of the 
South and West will see eye-to-cyc 
with the industrial North in the life- 
time of either Mr. Catton or myself— 
and so long as this divergence exists 
on economic issues it is well and good 
that we retain our 
48 state govern- 


ments and. reject the idea of a single 
federal state,

We do not perhaps fear the over- 


weening power of the federal govern- 
ment now as much as Thomas Jeffer- 
son feared it in the days of that great 
Democrat. 


But every citizen recognizes that the 


continued acquisition of power by the 
federal government means an increas- 
ing burden of federal employes and 
federal taxation, and there never is 
any compensating 
reduction in the 


personnel and costs of state and local 
government. 


Furthermore, as power continues to 


be concentrated in the national cap- 
ital so the local citizen more and more 
loses his direct influence 
upon all 


government. He no longer feels that 
his vote counts. He loses interest— 
and popular 
government 
itself is

250 Millions Available 


WASHINGTON.- (/P) —Funds with 


which the Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation will assist cotton farmers in car- 
rying their crop in warehouses were 
provided Monday by the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation. 


The corporation set aside $250,000,000 


to be used in rediscounting notes tak- 
en by banks which lend money to 
farmers who place their cotton in 
warehouses. The banks may lend 10 
cents a pound on low middling grade 
of 7-8 inch staple or better and eight 
cents on low middling with a staple 
shorter than 7-8 inch. 


No money will be lent on any cotton 


in warehouses. The cotton must come 
direct from the farms and loans will 
be made when it is placed in any 
warehouse the fanner selects. The 
banks will rediscount the notes with 
the Commodity Credit Corporation.

WASHINGTON—The federal gov- 


ernment Monday started on a hunt 
for tax dodgers, armed with power 
to inquire into records of individual 
speculative transactions during the 
past four years. 


Under authority granted in the rev. 


enue act of 1932, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Guy T. Telvering is 
requiring brokers 
throughout 
the 


country to divulge information which 
will enable him to determine wheth- 
er speculative losses claimed by in- 
come taxpayers are bogus. 


"The commissioner feels," said of- 


ficial announcement today "that due 
to the wide fluctuations in the market 
during these years, there were prob- 
ably many transactions which were 
not properly reported in the income 
lax returns; and that because of the 
'act that certain individuals have tak- 
en 
advantage of the 
opportunity 


through sales that have a fictitious 
character as between husband and 
wife, or between a taxpayer and an 
individual in close relationship to him, 
to distort taxable 
income 
through 


claims of losses that have no basis in 
fact, it is particularly appropriate this 
year to invoke the authority conferred 
upon him by the at(ts mentioned 
above.

There is made public today a portion of the results, 


shortly to be published, of a study, sponsored bij John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., of the. problem of lic/uor control. 
The study was conducted by Raymond- R. Fosdick and 
Albert L. Scott. The portion made public today, showin-fi 
how the State Authority plan can be adapted to local 
conditions and minimizes the dangers of political in- 
fluence and corruption, follows: 


While the liquor business of the future will be governed by 


state-wide policy, it should be adapted to meet the local senti- 
ment of small sections and communities. This may in part 
be accomplished through "local option." 


But this adaptation to local profer-!s)- 


cnces is, in our judgment, far from 
adequate to meet the present demands 
of the American 
people. What is 


needed now to supplement local op- 
tion is a far more flexible plan under 
which reasonable liquor sale restric- 
tion wil be worked out to meet local 
needs and desires, without resort to 
political campaigns and controversies. 


Would Observe Dry /ones 


A State Authority could, in fact, go 


further than the strict local option 
law by establishing, ai the request of 
particular neighborhoods, dry zones 
within areas which voted as a whole 
to permit the sale of liquor. A city of 
20,000 inhaW.ants, let us say. might 
vote to legalize liquor sales by only a 
small margin. Is liquor selling to be 
forced upon those areas of the city 
which are strongly opposed to it? 


Again, if the local option voting is 


on a county-wide basis, a city might 
vote wet by a large margin and there- 
by prevail over the dry sentiment of 


surrounding rural territory. Divisions 
of this sort are bound lo be common; 
and the majority vote, though de- 
termining the issue under the letter 
of a local option law, would neverthe- 
less provoke much discontent in cer- 
tain communities within the cities or 
counties involved. 


The Authority could take these dif- 


ferences of opinion into account and 
in its own administrative discretion 
could meet the opposing views of les- 
ser communities existing within the 
larger voting unit by declining to lo- 
cate, in those ntighborhoods, shops for 
the sale of liquor. 
Obviously, the 


Authority would, under no 'circum- 
stance, place its shops on the border 
line of u dry area. This whole prob- 
lem of border linen, so difficult to 
control under license, Would disap- 
pear. 


If community sentiment should turn 


against local sale of liquor after a pe- 
riod of trial, the 
Authority's shop 


could be closed merely by the sign- 
ing of an 
executive 
order. There 


would be no wholesale or retail deal- 
ers to protest and demand compen- 
sation. Whatever loss might be in- 
volved would be absorbed in the Au- 
thority's total profit and los account. 


No Sales Promotion 


The Authority is conceived as an in- 


strumentality for governing the sale 
of liquor in places where the majority 
of people demand the purchase of it, 
and not as an institution anxious to 
extend its sphere wherever business 
may be obtained. The whole emphasis 
of the Authority system is on limit- 
ing the sale to unstimulated demand 
and not on sales promotion. 


At this point mention should be 


made of the importance of permitting 
a State Authority to ship liquor by 
mail or express to persons living in 
dry areas, wherein retail shops arc ex- 
cluded by local option vote. This right 
of purchase is required promarily as 
a measure to suppress would-be boot- 
leggers, but it has a secondary sig- 
nificance in that it would satisfy those 
who otherwise would be uncompro- 
mising opponents of the prohibition 
of liquor selling in their commun- 
ity. 


If the Authority were denied tin; 


right to fill orders in this way. a per- 
son living in dry territory would 
cither go to a place where liquor is 
sold and there purchase what he re- 
quired, or he would have some other 
person make the journey for him. 
Naturally, the bootlegger would be 
the one most available to run the er- ! 
rand. Indeed, bootleggers are habit- 


ually foresightcd and run their er- 
rands in advance. 


From an experience that is all too 


painful, we arc aware of the dangers 
of political influence and corruption 
under the license plan. Are these 
dangers not equally great under a 
state management system? We think 
the answer can honestly be given in 
the negative. 


To Eliminate Politics 


This opinion rests in part on experi- 


ence elsewhere with state 
alcohol 


monopolies, and in part on the revo- 
lutionary change which the elimina- 
tion of private profit in retail sales 
brings into the entire situation. Pol- 
ities and corruption entered the li- 
cense system primarily because liquor 
dealers attempted to maintain and ex. 
pand their sales. 


Licensed liquor re&lers, driven on 


by the struggle for existence, endeav- 
ored to manipulate 
votes 
through 


every means, legitimate and other 
wise. Corruption was almst inevitable. 
The license system turned loose a 
large number of individuals scattered 
over the state, particularly in the 
cities, ouch the center of a continuous 
endeavor, open and secret, to protect 
and extend his business. This was 
especially true in regions where the 
pressure to establish dry areas by 
local option was strong. 


Under a State Authority, the entire 


foundation is changed. Instead of a 
mobilized army of opposition to re- 
striction of liquor selling, there is 
substituted a force of clerks under

WASHINGTON — (fi>) — Ferdinand 


Pecora, attorney for the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee, announced Monday 
night that subpoenas would be issued 
to compel the appearance here of 
the f^75 members of the New York 
Stock Exchange in the committee's 
investigation of stock market prac- 
tices. 


This action is to be taken as the re- 


sult of the exchange's refusal to re- 
quire its members to answer a ques- 
tionnaire approved by the committee. 


The exchange members will be re- 


quired to produce their records. Pe- 
cora said he did not know when the 
first of them would be heard before 
the committee. 


A letter from 
Richard 
Whitney, 


president of the New'York exchange, 
accompanied by a legal opinion from 
Roland Redmond, one of the lawyers 
for the exchange, was delivered to 
Pecora's New York office and relay- 
ed to him by telephone. Redmond's 
opinion held that the authorities did 
not have the right or the power to 
compel the members of the exchange 
to answer the questionnaire. 


Pecora 
said 
that he "personally 


doubted" whether the members of the 
exchange had seen the questionnaire 
and that he believed that the decision 
not to submit was made by the Gov- 
erning Board. He said that the sub- 
poena method, requiring the presence 
of the members in Washington, was 
'bound to impose far greater expense 
upon them than would be entailed in 
answering a questionnaire."

Find Out the "Why"

If he is resentful of too much boss- 


ing, can't call his soul his own, is for- 
ever nagged at and punished, he will 
nurse a perpetual anger. Watch him 
go out, then, and kick in a cellar 
window. Ov if he has his play too 
rigidly supervised, watch him chalk 
up a wall or pavement. If he isn't 
allowed to vise his own room as his 
castle, watch him go over to Charlie's 
and tear up the premises. Suppress- 
ed urges always blow up some way. 
In fact it is better if they do blow 
up.

An irritating tendency to present 


the too-familiar dish in the too- ob- 
vious ways 
frequently 
prevails in 


family meals. 
Hamburg steak is a 


nutritious dish thus handicapped in 
many families. Considering that the 
beef creature furnishes comparatively 
few tender cuts and that these are 
high in price, it becomes necesary for 
the home-maker to make the less de- 
sirable cuts popular. 


Unless the meat is to be used very 


soon after it is brought from 
the 


market, it's; a good idea to put it 
through the food chopper yourself. 
Chopped meat looses much of its juice 
and flavor of allowed to stand for 
seme time. After chopping add I tea- 
spoon salt '/4 teaspoon pepper and % 
cup milk to 1 pound chopped meat. 
This addition of liquid insures juicy 
hamburg after cooking. A few drops 
of onion juice may be added, or an 
cnicn juice may be added, or an onion, 
a few sprigs of parsley or a green 
pepper may be put through the food 
chopper with the meat. It's the va- 
riety in seasoning and sauces that 
makes Hamburg steak into different 
dishes. 


Broiled Meat Cakes 


Prepare meat as suggested 
and 


shape in'eight flat round cakes. Cook 
live to eight minutes under the gas 
flame, turning once or pan-broil in a 
hot, lightly oiled frying pan, turning 
frequently at first and afterward oc- 
casionally, 
allowing ten to fifteen 


minutes, depending on whether the 
cakes are liked 'rare" or wel done. 
Put on a hot platter, spread with but- 
ter and serve. 


Mock Fillet Mignon 


Prepare meat as suggested and shape 


in four round cakes about an inch 
thick. Wrap a slice of thinly sliced 
bacon around each cake und broil un- 
der the gas flame eight to ten min- 
utes. Always preheat the broiler be- 
fore broiling any kind of meat. 


Savory Meat Cakes 


Remove seeds and white pith from 


a green pepper. Chop flesh and cook 
three minutes in 2 tablespons butter.

Little Rock Hikes 


Rate onCity Tax 


Increase in Rate Is Forced 


by Mounting Total of 


Delinquency 


LITTLE ROCK—The city council 


Monday night pasaed an ordinance 
fixing the rate of taxation on real end 
personal property in Little Rock for 
1933, 
to be collected in 1934, at nine 


and a half mills, hn increase of two- 
thirds of a mill over the rate col- 
lected this year. 


The increase will amount to 66 2-3 


cents on an assessment of f 1,000. 


The ordinance provided that the 


general fund levy shall remain at five 
mill*, while the levy for the four and 
a half per cent funding bonds was 
fixed at three mills, an increase of 
one-sixth mill. 


The levy for the retirement of the 


five per cent airport, hospital and fire 
equipment bond issue was fived at 
a mill and a half, an increase of a 
hall 'mill over last year. 


Increases in the levy fpr the bond 


funds were made necessary • because 
of the percentage of delinquency this 
year. Mayor Knowlton said. The levy 
will be made by the Pulaski County 
Quorum Court next month.
